making a covered pillow to take home. According to 
library staff member Robbin Smifh, the program proved 
so popular that a second session is plarmed for May, 
although that one is also full fo capacify And while the 
goal of the two-hour program isn't to impart mastery 
level skills, these ladies were looking forward fo taking 
home a neatly covered pillow, one they had crafted 
themselves. 

Being in the library always makes me feel like I 
need fo do some research, so I did. Looking back af the 
history of fhe sewing machine, one finds a pafchwork 
quilt (pun intended) of early efforfs dafing as far back as 
fhe mid-1700s. None of fhe earliesf machines ever proved 
pracfical. A cenfury lafer, with many failed efforfs, fhe 
sewing machine had sfill proven fo be an inferesfing 
concept only. 

By 1840, Elias Howe had patented his version 
of a sewing machine. So had Isaac Singer. Subsequently, 
there was a long drawn-out legal battle between the two. 
Although these gentlemen never fully broughf fheir own 
machines fo mass production, by selling fheir pafenfs 
fo ofhers, they lived out their remaining days as very 
wealthy men. The rest is history, as they say. 

What all these men did do, however, was to 
appreciate the importance of finding a way fo mechanize 
sewing in all ifs forms, from commercial fo domestic. The 
impacf on whaf was and still is primarily women's work 
was profound.

Furthermore, the sewing machine was recognized 
during the industrial revolution as a critical invention. 

Fast-forward a few cenfuries fo 1969. 1 was 
enrolled in home economics classes af Wareham High 
School. Female sfudenfs on one hand were being fold 
"you've come a long way baby . . ." and on fhe ofher hand 
fhe imporfance of running a home wifh efficiency and 
grace. We girls who were deep in fhe fhroes of revolting 
againsf anyfhing and everyfhing fhaf infimafed "little 
woman" suffered fhrough 'home ec.' Now I wish I had 
paid more affenfion. 

As if furns ouf, home economics originafed in fhe 
lafe 1800s as a science. The Huffington Post ran an arficle 
by Brie Dyas filled "Who Killed Home Ec? The Real Sfory 
Behind Ifs Demise," on Sepfember 29, 2014. 

In her arficle Dyas wrifes, "The creation of home ec 
is often attributed to Ellen Swallow Richards, a chemist and 
instructor at MIT, who paved the way for MIT's Women's 
Laboratory, which existed from 1876 to 1883 with a goal of 
advancing the scientific education of women at the Institution. 

At the Women's Laboratory, Richards turned her

scientific attention to the study of how to make home life more 
efficient. ..Richards was very concerned to apply scientific 
principles to domestic topics -good nutrition, pure foods, 
proper clothing, physical fitness, sanitation, and efficient 
practices that would allow women more time for pursuits other 
than cooking and cleaning. " 

While I thought home ec classes were 'dumb/ 

I did want to make that A-line skirt Miss Jackson was 
valiantly trying to teach us how to put together using a 
sewing machine. 

As I recall, two things stand out the most from 
that experience: 1) bobbins are living demons whose ways 
of becoming fangled are foo numerous fo calculafe, and 2) 
making a waisfband for an A-line skirf fruly is a science. 

Suffice if fo say, I somehow managed fo creafe fhe 
skirf and even wore if a few fimes before I was informed 
how misshapen if was. Kids can be so cruel somefimes. 
Buf fhaf exposure fo fhe mysferies of operating a sewing 
machine leff a gap in my fabric-crafting soul. 

Deep in fhe recesses of fhe library, fhe ladies 
chaffed quiefly over fhe sewing machines lined up along 
fhe walls of fhe meeting room. They encouraged one 
anofher as Caspar and Chaplain showed fhem how fo 
fhread a bobbin, my nemesis. These ladies were happily 
bonding over bobbins. 

The insfrucfors described various parfs of fhe 
machine such as fhe pressure foof, fhroaf plafe, and feed 
dog. Then if was fime fo begin sewing fhe sfraighf seams 
fhaf would form fhe covers for fheir pillows. 

Ann Marie Ridings, Maffapoiseff, had received 
her firsf sewing machine many years ago from her fafher 
and fhrough fhe years had acquired ofhers fhaf she used 
for quilting projecfs. And while a seasoned veferan of 
sewing machine operafion, complefe wifh puncfure 
wounds, she shared, "I wanfed fo learn how fo make a

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Rochester Regional FY18 budget, Marion Board of 
Selectmen Chairman Jody Dickerson on March 21 said it 
was time the selectmen went ahead and gave the public 
"the correct information." 

"The School Committee has done a great job with 
their propaganda machine," Dickerson said. "They're 
entitled to their own opinions, but they're not entitled to 
their own facts." 

Dickerson said the ORR school district had in 
its original budget already appropriated money for fhe 
music program af fhe junior high, and he offered fo show 
fhaf fo anyone inferesfed. "The school commiffee has 
decided fo use fhaf money for somefhing else, nof whaf 
we appropriafed if for. And 1 fhink fhey're doing fhe kids 
and fhe parenfs and fhe resf of fhis town an injusfice."

is not fair. I feel this is very disingenuous, and I feel thaf 
fhey're manipulafing people's emotions." 

Gonsalves said it was unfair fhaf the towns' 
selectmen, town administrators, and finance commiffees 
have been "farred and feathered" as they have been. 

"This is just not right," said Gonsalves, again 
emphasizing that the school budget had included funding 
fhe music deparfmenf. "If was fhere, if was appropriafed 
for fhaf, so where did fhe money go?" 

One parenf from Marion approached fhe podium 
fo speak her mind, buf admiffed fhaf affer hearing whaf 
fhe selecfmen had fo say, she would refrain from making 
some of her prepared remarks until she heard all sides of 
fhe sfory. 

"A cut like this to this program would be 
devastating to my kid," said Sheila Gibbons. She said, 
as she sees it, the budget is an argument between 
responsible, grown-up parties arguing about teacher 
compensation and salaries "and the children are caught in 
the crossfire." 

"Is fhere a way thaf all responsible parties can 
somehow come together?" asked Gibbons. She noted the 
high price tag of a new town house and commented fhaf 
she personally would nof supporf fhat projeef until fhe 
schools were fully funded. 

We have always supported fhe schools, Dickerson 
replied. Buf fhere are ofher priorities in fown as well, such 
as police and fire and ofher fown deparfmenfs.

The corps' requirements for in lieu of cash 
paymenf options are strict, said Town Administrator Paul 
Dawson, and unreasonable for fhe fown fo affempf. Some 
opfions would be fo replicafe ofher weflands in fown, 
or creafe wetlands in another part of fown - all within a 
deadline of June 30. 

A lack of funds, resources, and fime, said Dawson, 
makes fhe fine of $33,539 fhe more reasonable and cosf- 
effecfive opfion, due by July 14. 

The selecfmen could add an arficle on fhe Annual 
Town Meeting warranf fo ask vofers fo appropriafe fhe 
sum, buf fhe board chose fo seek legal advice from fown 
counsel fo see if there is any way to appeal the corps' 
decision.

March 20 with an agenda absent any public hearings 
or discussions. But that didn't mean business wasn't 
conducted. Indeed, it gave the board members plenty of 
time to hear from Barry Denham as he updated them on 
the paving of Appaloosa Way, a short private roadway off 
River Road. 

Denham said paving had taken place sometime 
ago and without the developer contacting him 
beforehand. He said the paving was dubious due to the 
cold weather and subsurface viability. 

"I didn't have a clue they were going to pave it 
... on the day it was done, I went there about two o'clock 
it was down," Denham stated. He continued, "I have no 
idea what temperature it was, but it was below freezing 
overnight and cold that afternoon." 

Denham explained that asphalt temperature was 
critical to the proper compaction of the material. He said 
that paving requires 2.5 inches of base and 1.5 inches 
of top, but that he had no idea of the thickness actually 
applied to the road base. "I have nothing to report on 
means and methods," he told the board members. 

Denham said he had contacted the developer's 
engineer, Brian Grady of G.A.F. Engineering, but that 
Grady didn't know anything about the roadway paving 
either. 

Denham also pointed out that the interfacing 
between River Road and Appaloosa Way was not 
properly executed. 

Board member Nathan Ketchell suggested that 
the only way to ensure the roadway had been properly 
paved was to provide test data from borings. 

Chairman Tom Tucker instructed Planning Board 
Administrator Mary Crain to contact Grady and invite 
him to meet with the board for the purpose of certifying 
that the work was completed to specifications. 

Regarding Brandt Point Village, another sub- 
division the board has struggled with for years. Planning 
Board member Gail Carlson brought up Board of Health 
certifications on the private septic system. Carlson lives 
in the development. That opened the door for Denham to 
say that a long list of to-dos remained undone, according 
to Ken Motta of Field Engineering, the town's consultant

held its March 21 meeting at the Council on Aging to 
accommodate the larger crowd that was expected for the 
continued public hearing on the permit violation of the 
Decas Cranberry Co. project. While the public hearing 
did provide new information regarding the impacts of 
the project on the adjacent ponds, Decas also submitted a 
request for an amended order of conditions to attempt to 
address the issues arising from the violation. 

Brian Grady, an engineer from G.A.F. Engineering 
representing Decas, stated that they had completed 
an as-built plan of the tailings pond as requested 
by the commission. Their surveying indicated that 
approximately 50,000 yards of material were removed 
from the site in excess of what had been permitted. 
Another 35,000 yards of material was stockpiled on-site. 

G.A.F. used United States Geologic Survey 
data to compare historical surface elevations of Long, 
Snipatuit, and Snows Ponds with current elevations. The 
data showed that Snows Pond surface elevation was 


approximately 2 feet below average, Snipatuit Pond was 
1 foot below average, and Long Pond was roughly at its 
average elevation. 

Grady concluded from the data that Snows Pond 
water levels were low due to the moderate to severe 
drought conditions the region has experienced recently. 

As suggested during the previous hearing 
on March 7, the commission hired a hydrogeological 
consultant to investigate the question as to whether the

the project had an impact on the historically low water 
levels at Snows Pond. 

Peter Newton of Brisfol Engineering Advisors 
discussed at length the geological history of fhe area 
and ifs influence on groundwafer movemenf. He sfafed 
fhaf fhe dewafering is likely pulling a lof of wafer from 
Long Pond. However, due fo local geology wifh regard 
fo Snows Pond, he sfafed, "I can'f quanfify fhe impacf 
fhe excavation is having on Snows Pond . . . fhe droughf 
conditions are likely having fhe lion's share of fhe 
impacf."

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in Lakeville, the regional water table is down 4 feet below 
average. Snows Pond, which relies solely on groundwater, 
has a 30- to 50-acre watershed; therefore, ifs wafer 
recharge area is small and ifs recovery from droughf is 
slow and enfirely dependenf on rainfall. 

Once fhe dewafering wells are shuf off. Snows 
Pond will refurn fo a sfeady sfafe, buf if will nof recover 
fully until if rains. Newfon addressed fhe idea of 
refurning the excavated material to the tailings pond to 
raise the bottom elevation. He stated that there was a 
greater risk to hydrogeology from moving fhe dirf rafher 
fhan doing nofhing, due fo fhe possibilify of equipmenf 
failure. 

Newfon did see value in insfalling fwo 
moniforing wells befween fhe failings pond and Snows 
Pond. The wells would be insfalled prior fo shutting off 
fhe dewafering pumps fo gafher baseline dafa during 
dewafering, and for fwo monfhs subsequenf fo fhe pumps 
being shuf off. 

If fhe commission were fo issue an amended 
order of condifions, Newfon sfressed fhaf "if fhe grades 
were fo be restored, fhaf fhere be tighf protocols on fypes 
of maferial used - fhe maferial should ideally be from on- 
sife, and should be free of fines and organic matter." 

The residenfs affending fhe meefing expressed 
fheir concern over fhe low wafer levels of Snows Pond 
and dismay and disbelief fhaf Decas was unaware of fheir 
error in over-digging fhe pond. 
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One resident. Rich Charon, who is also a 
member of the town's Soil Board, raised a broader point, 
which was echoed by Town Counsel Blair Bailey and 
Conservation Agent Laurell Farinon. Charon stated, "We 
can speculate about the water level in the pond and if 
a twenty-four foot cut is the same as a sixteen foot cut. 
But what we can't speculate about is that this violation is 
breaking the integrity of our permitting process." 

Bailey suggested that future projects will need 
to be monitored much more closely, and perhaps a bond 
will need to be issued for such projects. Farinon stated 
that this violation was discovered expressly because she 
was monitoring the project; however. Chairman Michael 
Conway noted that there are more projects happening at 
the same time than staff can effectively monitor. 

Commission member Dan Gagne suggested that 
a full-time engineer be required to be at the Decas site 
during any further work that occurs on this project. 

Despite numerous attempts by the commission 
to come to a consensus over the amended order of 
conditions or violation remedy, Decas attorney Adam 
Brodsky requested that the hearing be continued so 
that his client could further study possible solutions. 

The commission requested that any submission be 
accompanied by an engineered site plan. 

The next Rochester Conservation Commission 
hearing is scheduled for April 4 at 7:00 pm at the 
Rochester Council on Aging. 
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Climate Resiliency Dominates Master Plan 
Discussion 

Marion Planning Board

The conversation during the Marion Planning 
Board meeting on March 20 centered on two elements of 
the draft Master Plan, facilitated by Ken Buckland, the 
former fown planner and consulfanf for fhe fown. 

Whefher fhe board was discussing climafe 
resiliency or open space - fhe fwo Masfer Plan elemenfs 
under review fhaf evening - fhe cenfral fheme was fhe 
same: Marion is a low-lying coasfal communify and 
would be well served fo keep in mind exfreme weafher 
evenfs when confemplafing fufure infrasfrucfure 
modificafions and open space planning. 

Planning Board member Sfephen Kokkins 
underscored fhe need wifhin fhe plan fo consider fhe 
time horizon when discussing sea level change. Kokkins 
questioned fhe emphasis placed on sea level changes and 
fhe ranking sysfem ouflined by fhe plan. 

Board member Jennifer Francis said, "[The 
plan] is underwhelming abouf coasfal resiliency and 
severe sforms. The fhreaf is going fo be here in fhe same 
timeframe fhaf we are going fo be able fo do somefhing 
abouf if." 

The Masfer Plan considers a fen-year time 
horizon, and fhe board acknowledged a disagreemenf 
among ifs members as fo fhe rafe of climafe change and ifs 
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affect on Marion and the coastal communities in that time, 
but agreed that climate change is contributing to severe 
weather and increased sea level. 

Board member Michael Popitz remarked that 
the town, in its planning for infrastructure, should "keep 
in mind the ideas discussed in this and other sections, 
ideas such as flooding in the Gateway area of Marion - 
investments in areas of sea level rise should keep that in 
mind as part of the planning. Be forward thinking, have a 
vision of the future." 

Popitz suggested that the town should consider 
future sea level rise so that adjustments are made now to 
prevent the need for revising the projects in the future. 
Francis agreed and felt this idea should be added as its 
own paragraph to emphasize its importance. 

"Whenever we spend money in town on 
infrastructure," Francis said, "we should remember that it 
should be designed with extreme storms in mind, maybe 
even more than sea level rise, right now." 

Kokkins added, "We should make sure Marion 
is working in concert with other towns in the region, 
including on large infrastructure projects." 

Francis highlighted the Town Resilience 
Committee contemplated by the Master Plan and 
suggested that its main focus be on town infrastructure 
and town properties. She suggested it could also be a 
resource for private property owners and for other towns. 

Board member Will Saltonstall asked if the town 
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had a Hazard Mitigation Plan, to which Francis replied 
that there was an application in for it, under the purview 
of the town administrator and Board of Selectmen. 

The town is not eligible for FEMA disaster relief 
funds until the plan is completed. 

The discussion moved to Open Space and 
Recreation, the second element of the Master Plan to be 
reviewed that evening. 

Efforts are underway to set up an advisory 
group to include the Community Preservation 
Committee, the Sippican Lands Trust, Marion Open 
Space Acquisition Commission, Marion Tree and Parks 
Committee, the Marion Marine Resources Commission, 
Marion Recreation Department, Planning Board, and 
the Washburn Trust to coordinate efforts to protect and 
manage open space in town. 

The group, called Stewards of Community Open 
Space (SOCOS), still in the beginning stages of formation 
and waiting for selectmen review, believes it has an 
important function in town and can effectively influence 
policy changes. 

The group would like formal recognition by the 
town before the Master Plan is completed. In response 
to whether the individual land protection organizations 
within the group could all be under one umbrella, 
Buckland replied that this should be taken one step at a 
time, but, he added, "If the iron is hot, it's time to brand 
the cattle!" 

The board acknowledged that the protection 
of open space within the town has broad implications 
with regard to other elements in the Master Plan. Board 
member Eileen Marum suggested that open space be 
considered during the planning of housing developments. 

"Open space can help with temperature control, 
reduce impervious surface percentages, provides more 
value versus man-made structures for water treatment 
facilities," said Marum. 

Chairman Robert Lane noted that cluster housing 
developments, which would have the same housing 
density as allowed under current zoning but would allow 
houses to be clustered to maximize contiguous open 
space, would require a zoning bylaw change. 

Francis suggested that people in Marion feel that 
there is enough protected open space in town. "A lot of 
people may feel we have enough open space - forty-nine 
percent of the town - and maybe we should consider 
changing the wording from expanding open space to 
maintaining open space." 

Saltonstall noted in the discussion of harbor 
resources that the plan should "emphasize public access 
to the waterfront and preserving or enhancing that 
use." Francis added that the plan should "explicitly 
remind people we are also talking about the harbor 
environment." 

In closing the discussion, Buckland reminded the 
board of the last two elements of the plan to be reviewed: 
Natural and Cultural Resources and Implementation. 
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In other business, the board voted unanimously 
to approve an ANR plan presented by Rich Charon on 
behalf of Nadler and Malone locafed af 81 and 91 Allens 
Poinf Road. The plan described a legal non-conforming 
lof, which fhe board approved wifh fhe nofe fhaf fhe 
parcel was approved only for conveyance purposes and 
was nof a buildable lof. 

The board also briefly fouched on fhe creation of 
fhe Transporfafion and Circulafion Task Force. Francis 
will be confacfing pofenfial Task Force members and will 
reporf back fo fhe board. 

The nexf meefing of fhe Marion Planning Board 
is scheduled for April 3 af 7:00 pm af fhe Marion Town 
House. 

School on Track Attacked to Save ORR Music, 
Tech Programs 

Old Rochester Regional School Committee

Affer an over fhree-hour-long meefing wifh 
almosf 200 parenfs, sfudenfs, and educafors (pasf and 
presenf) in attendance, fhe Old Rochesfer Regional School 
Committee vofed fo accepf fhe less preferable fiscal year 
2018 school budgef - fhe one fown adminisfrafors and 
officials forced upon fhe school disfricf, saying fhe fowns 
could nof afford any more. 

Wifh only a $320,000 increase offered by fhe fhree 
fowns collectively, fhe $18,093,215 school budgef placed 
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fhe junior high music program, as well as fechnology and 
fechnology upgrades af fhe high school, on fhe chopping 
block, drawing ouf in droves fhe sfudenfs, parenfs, and 
feachers who opposed fhe budgefary measures. 

ORR School Committee Chairman Tina Rood 
said fhe commif fee's preferred FY18 budgef called for an 
$834,000 increase in fhe budgef fo allow for an addifional 
guidance counselor, psychologisf, and arf feacher, among 
of her fhings. 

"So you can imagine our dismay when we saw 
fhaf number ($320,000) and realized how fhaf was going 
fo impacf our school," Rood said. This prompfed fhe 
fhought, she said, "This cannof happen. This devasfafes 
our school in a way fhaf we're nof coming back from for a 
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long time." 

Rood recalled the recent budget meeting with the 
three towns two weeks ago when that $320,000 became a 
FY18 reality. 

"They were very angry that our school needed 
this type of increase," said Rood. In her opinion, she 
said, the budget the committee put forward was abouf 
supporting sfaff and improving fhe school. The towns' 
anger was irrelevanf. "As a school committee member, 

I'm OK wifh fhaf." 

According to Rood, as if sfands, fhe fhree towns 
spend below fhe sfafe average for a regionalized school 
disfricf, wifh a negafive 2 reducfion in spending over 
fhe lasf fhree years while fhe sfafe average has been a six 
percenf increase in spending. 

"I am nof going to apologize fo our fowns," said 
Rood. "The fownspeople have always supporfed our 
school budgef." 

Superinfendenf Doug White led a slide 
presenfafion infroducing fhe proposed budgef, and if was 
nof long before fhe hands wenf up and people sfarfed 
asking quesfions. 

Increasing School Choice was fhe opfion chosen 
fo make up fhe shorffall befween whaf fhe disfricf 
needed for a level-service budgef and whaf fhe fowns 
were willing fo confribufe. The commiffee during ifs lasf 
meefing vofed fo cap School Choice af 125, after a sfeady 
affempf over fhe lasf few years fo curfail any increase in 
School Choice slofs. 

"As we pull fhose sfudenfs in . . . fhose dollars 
are going fo be used fo bring fhose positions (music, 
technology, and social science) back so we don'f lose fhem 
and we will be able fo keep everyfhing fhaf we have and 
move forward wifh a level-service budgef," White said. 

Of fhe 125 available slofs, 90 have already been 
filled. "And we sfill have time going forward before we 
close fhose ouf," said While. 

One person asked why fhe music and fechnology 
deparfmenfs were chosen for cufs. While said if was 
mainly due fo resignations or refiremenfs in fhose areas, 
which would make if easier fo simply nof fill. Also, fhere 
would be no unemploymenf cosfs fhaf go along wifh 
fhem. 

"And none of fhese decisions is one fhaf fhe 
school commiffee supporfs," Rood said. "We wanfed fo 
show fhe fowns fhe kind of impacf if would have on our 
schools." 

Wifh fhe fhreaf of cuffing ouf fhe music program 
from fhe junior high, including band, seemingly solved 
fhrough School Choice fhaf brings in an addifional $5,000 
per School Choice sfudenf, people presenf sfill expressed 
oufrage and opposifion fo fhe measure, faking furns 
reading pages of handwritten letters and submitting 
pefifions - one wifh 200 sfudenf signafures, and one wifh 
322 parenf / residenf signafures. 

Over fhe course of fhe evening, school commiffee 
members defended fheir confracf negofiafions wifh 
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teachers and administration - the reason, according to the 
towns, for the school district's dire financial situation. 

"We spend a lot of time in negotiating our 
contracts," said committee member Jim Muse. "These 
people are treated fairly . . . and we do it because we want 
the best people to dedicate their time and be here . . . and 
we want them to want to come here and we want them to 
stay." 

Students stood, expressing outrage, as did 
parents. Some parents offered veiled warnings to the 
selectmen of the three towns, especially those up for re- 
election. 

"This is our opportunity to show our elected 
officials that they can be ousted," said one man in a sea of 
faces. 

Mattapoisett Selectman Tyler Macallister stood 
and faced the music. He defended the towns' position on 
the budget. 

"We are only allowed to assess 2.5 percent 
annually," he said, referring to Mattapoisett's new 
revenue of $565,000 "of which we have to finance 
everything in town." 

With its own infrastructure, its own contracts, 
Macallister said, "It was very concerning when [the Town] 
put together budgets and issued forecasts for 2016 [to 
the school district] that there was negotiations going on 
that weren't considering those budgets." He continued, 

"I would like everyone here who is very concerned 
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about budgets and funding ... to come into meetings and 
understand how we (selectmen) have to make decisions 
every day. We can't spend more than we get. So we try to 
do contracts that make sense and we can afford." 

"Before you go blaming fhe Board of Selecfmen 
and fhe town adminisfrafors and fhe finance commiffees, I 
really think you need to take a look at how these numbers 
were derived, because I don't want my daughter not to 
have band and you're all looking at me . . . and I am up 
for reelecfion and I am jeopardizing fhaf . ... If's a very 
difficulf job. If's a problem. We can work fhe problem; we 
don'f need to posf blame." 

Some weren'f buying fhaf argumenf, fhough. 

"We are fhree wealfhy communities," said one 
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woman. "It makes no sense that we're here. This is crazy 
that we're in this position . . . we're here and this is our 
will and we want these programs to continue and to 
grow and were not going back in time. . . . The contract 
was in the best interest of our students because when you 
are supporting our schools, and you are supporting our 
teachers, you are supporting our students." 

One after the next, parents and teachers voiced 
the importance of music in academics, as well as in social- 
emofional developmenf. 

Technology was also supporfed by a number of 
residenfs, as well as high school Principal Mike Devoll. 

"I fhink I speak for everybody when I say nobody 
wanfs fo cuf any of our posifions," said Devoll. "I don'f 
wanf fo run my school wifhouf a fechnology deparfmenf. 
If fhaf goes away, I don'f wanf fo work af fhaf school." 
Devoll encouraged all fo confinue fo come back fo fufure 
meefings. "Because if does nof look beffer in fhe years fo 
come. . .. There are a lof of ofher opporfunifies fhaf I don'f 
wanf fo see go by fhe wayside . . . and we're going fo need 
you moving forward beyond fonighf. If's gonna have fo 
be a long-ferm susfaining efforf." 

Commiffee member Heafher Burke said she did 
nof believe fhaf area selecfmen wanf fo see ORR become a 
mediocre school. "Buf fhey need fo know fhaf if's OK wifh 
fhe townspeople fo pay a liffle bif more, because when if's 
spread across all fhe townspeople, if's only going fo be a 
liffle bif more." 

Music teacher Hannah Moore begged fhe people 
who sfill remained affer fhree hours, "Please everyone, 
sfay involved. Sfay passionate, engaged, never ever lose 
your diligence. Keep falking abouf if . . .. We have a very 
blessed communify here and we need fo work very hard 
fo do whaf we can fo keep fhaf going." She confinued, 
"There's a lof of unknowns and hang in fhere." 

The commiffee vofed fo accepf fhe budgef, buf 
Rood vofed fo rejecf fhe budgef as proposed. "I have fo 
profesf," she said. 

"We need fo become an acfivisf board moving 
forward," said Burke. "If is swallowing some bad fasfing 
medicine fo do fhis, buf I fhink if's because fhis group 
has worked so well fo find a way fo meef fhe needs of fhe 
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students. It's a tough pill to swallow, but if it gets you 
what we need." 

The committee expects further discussion on the 
annual town meeting floor in May, and hopes for anofher 
good furnouf of supporfers on May 8. 

The nexf meefing of fhe Old Rochesfer Regional 
School Committee is scheduled for May 10 af 6:30 pm in 
fhe junior high media room. 

FY18 Sippican Budget Up a Mere 0.6 Percent 

Marion School Committee

The FY 2018 school budgef of $5,896,051 
approved by fhe Marion School Committee on March 15 
reflecfed only a $35,395 (or 0.6%) increase from lasf year, 
buf committee members lamenfed fhaf if did nof include 
fhe parf-fime physical educafion feacher eliminafed from 
fhe FY17 budgef, and if also excludes fhe disfricf's requesf 
fo add a parf-fime healfh feacher. 

"This is perhaps fhe mosf disappoinfing piece 
of fhis parficular budgef," said Assisfanf Superinfendenf 
Elise Frangos. "I know fhaf nexf year I will be coming 
back fo requesf fhis again." 

Frangos said Rochesfer managed fo add a healfh 
feacher fo ifs budgef fhis year, and Maffapoiseff has 
enjoyed fhe benefifs of having a healfh feacher for one 
year now. 

"The healfh feacher posifion nof only augmenfs 


fhe science and fechnology curriculum," said Frangos, 
buf if also fosfers healfhy decisions around friendships, 
subsfance abuse, nufrifion, and exercise. "Sadly, as our 
children from Marion move forward fo fhe junior high, 
fhey will nof have fhaf foundafion knowledge as our 
sisfer communify schools will." Frangos confinued, "Dafa 
poinfs direcfly fo fhe sfudenfs needing fhis imporfanf 
knowledge." 

The Town of Marion has been under a financial 
consfrainf fhis year, and fhe Finance Committee only 
agreed fo supporf fhe modesf $35,000 increase. 

"We had fo absorb all of fhe ofher increases," 
said School Committee Chairman Christine Marcolini. 
"We weren'f able fo bring [fhe healfh and fhe .5 physical 
educafion posifion] wifhouf sacrificing somefhing else 
from fhe sfrong program fhaf we currenfly have." 

Marcolini confinued, "This is somefhing fhaf fhe 
school commiffee, bofh of fhese pieces, feel very sfrongly 
fhaf Sippican needs . . . buf if jusf wasn'f possible wifhouf 
cuffing somefhing else." 

The goal, she said, was fo preserve fhe currenf 
level of sfaff af fhe school and fhe services sfudenfs 
currenfly receive. 

Frangos poinfed fo some cufs in spending for 
supplies for social science and science and fechnology 
classes. "...Supplies fo really do fhe kinds of fhings we 
would like fo for STEM," said Erangos. "If's very, very 
challenging when you see some of fhose cufs."

One item included in this budget that is new to 
the school this year is the addition of a board certified 
behavior analysf (BCBA), which Sippican School Principal 
Lyn Rivef referred fo as crifical af fhis poinf with the 
changing dynamics and student population at the school. 

"Students are coming with greater needs. . .. We 
as a staff need a differenf skill sef in order for ourselves 
fo know how fo approach fhese children," Rivef said. The 
BCBA would assisf wifh supporfing sfudenfs as well as 
sfaff and offer sfrafegies bofh wifhin the school and at 
home for children wifh higher social-emofional needs. "Af 
fhis poinf, fhis is a crifical position fo our building," said 
Rivef. 

A parf-fime psychologisf position of .4 was added 
fo fhe budgef fhis year as well. 

Some major areas of fhe budgef fhaf helped 
accounf for fhe under 1 percenf overall increase were a 
$21,000 reducfion in Bristol Aggie fuifion, a realignmenf 
of kindergarten sfaff accounfing for a $27,000 decrease, 
and a circuif breaker offsef of $54,000. 

Confracfual obligations rose by $103,731, while 
special education cosfs wenf down by $15,000 and the 
supplies line item was decreased by $83,000. 

What we have here, said Marcolini, is "the best 
case scenario with the hand we've been dealt." 

"It's not perfect, but I think we can live with this 
budget," Marcolini said, adding that the budget is the 
most stressful aspecf of being on fhe school committee. 
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"And 1 feel good abouf fhe experience fhe kids are going 
fo have walking info our school on a day-fo-day basis."

Injured ORR Boys' Hockey Team 
Falls Short at States

Averaging over six goals per game, fhe Old 
Rochesfer Regional High School boys' hockey feam made 
if clear fhey were fhe fop Division 3 Soufh program fhis 
season. 

The Bulldogs (24-4-0) earned fheir spof in fhe 
Sfafe Championship on Sunday, March 19 af TD Garden 
againsf undefeated Shrewsbury, buf ulfimafely fhey took 
a 3-1 loss fo fhe significanfly larger Cenfral Massachusetts 
program. 

"If's a Division 1 feam fhaf's fully loaded wifh no 
injuries," Bulldogs Head Coach Eric Labonfe said of his 
opponenf. "Even if we were fully healfhy 1 fhink fhey' re a 
bif too much for us." 

By fhaf, Labonfe means fhaf Shrewsbury 
High's enrollmenf of over 1,600 sfudenfs would make 
fhem a Division 1 feam if fhey were located in Eastern 
Massachusetts. Insfead, only Division 3 hockey exisfs in 
Cenfral Massachusetts, so Shrewsbury is in fhe smaller 
brackef despite being a larger school. 

As aforementioned, depfh was anofher issue for 
fhe Bulldogs. They skafed jusf fhree defensemen againsf 
Shrewsbury and junior Evan Sfanley gof hurf in fhe firsf 
period, adding fo fhe team's misforfune as fhey were 
already wifhouf his classmafe and fellow defenseman, 

Zak Labonfe. In Sfanley's place, eighfh-grader Sam Parks 
sfepped up and saw significanf ice fime. 

By confrasf, depfh was an assef for Shrewsbury. 

"They were running fhree lines and five 
defensemen," Labonfe said of his foe. "We were ouf fhere 
wifh Band- Aids on frying fo make if work. We gof run 
down." 

On fhe ice, one major problem fhe Bulldogs ran 
info was Shrewsbury's fough defense. Throughouf fhe 
season, fheir opponenf allowed a meager 28 goals in 24 
games and had eighf shufoufs. 

In fhe firsf fwo periods, fhe Bulldogs could nof 
musfer anyfhing on fhe affack, buf a minufe info fhe fhird 
period, senior forward Sam Henrie changed fhaf.

Senior forward Noah Sfrawn (44 goals, 48 assisfs) 
was fhe Bulldogs ofher fop scorer. Albeif fhe fwo forwards 
puf up nearly half of fheir team's goals fhis pasf season, 
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Labonte credited senior defenseman Landon Goguen 
(19 goals, 39 assists) for setting up his team's offensive 
success. 

"He's a one-man breakout," Labonte said of the 
defenseman. "He's probably the most patient, smartest 
kid I've ever coached in 23 years of high school hockey. 
He can shoot the puck from the point. He's real patient 
with the puck and you can't have a breakout without the 
defensemen leading it. He's been spectacular for us all 
year." 

While the game itself did not go the way they 
wanted it to, the Bulldogs did appreciate the priceless 
opportunity to play hockey at TD Garden. 

"It's what every kid wants," junior forward 
Tayber Labonte said. "It's the place to be. The Bruins 
skate on the ice, so it's the ice you want to skate on. It's 
awesome." 

The Bulldogs lose five seniors to graduation, 
which might not be a particularly large number, but 
they are losing a handful of high-quality players. In 
addition to Strawn, Henrie and Goguen, the Bulldogs 
will lose forward Ryan Labonte (11 goals, 16 assists) and 
goaltender Chase Cunningham (1.57 goals allowed per 
game, four shutouts), who were seniors this season. 

"I love them all," Tayber Labonte said. "They're 
great guys and Tm friends with all of them. I've known 
Sam and Lan since I was two years old. It's just tough to 
watch them leave."

The Assignment. Starring Michelle Rodriguez and 
Sigourney Weaver. Directed by Walter Hill. Running 
time: 96 minutes. MPAA rating: R. Now playing on Ultra 
VOD; soon to get limited theatrical release. 

Watching Another 48 HRS on TV with the 
sound off, for some reason, I found myself drawn info 
fhe movemenf, fhe colors, fhe cinema. Thai movie is a 
lazy, sfupid sequel, cerfainly nof fhe finesf hour of ifs 
direcfor, Walfer Hill. Buf Hill is a visual samurai, and 
for a few minufes I jusf lef myself coasf on fhe smoofh, 
feral images. Hill's lafesf, fhe confroversial pulp fhriller 
The Assignment, has a few momenfs like fhaf. Too few. An 
alarming chunk of if amounfs fo fwo people in a room 
swapping sfiff dialogue. Given fhe advance anfi-buzz — 
fhe very premise an affront to the struggle of transgender 
people — I was anticipating a good crappy time, a low- 
rent guilty pleasure, but the sad truth is it's too dull to be 
offensive. 

Hill is only as good as his script, and this one, 
which he and collaborator Denis Hamill tinkered with 
for years, doesn't do him any favors. A hitman, Frank 
Kitchen, a lithe and scowling fellow with a beard, kills 
a lowlife who turns out to be the brother of an insane 
plastic surgeon (Sigourney Weaver). The surgeon has her 
revenge by having Frank abducted and brought to her 
operating table; before long, Frank looks like Michelle 
Rodriguez, with the accompanying lady parts, and of 
course without his former man parts. I say "his" because 
Frank is not transgender; he had gender reassignment 
surgery without his consent, so the use of trans-friendly 
pronouns doesn't quite apply here. 

What we have here isn't truly transphobic. It's 
really more of a gendemaut rewrite of Hill's 1989 Johnny 
Handsome. In both films, the assumption is that surgery 
to change a scoundrel's appearance will also change his 
heart; Weaver's cracked surgeon sounds almost the same 
as Forest Whitaker's much more altruistic sawbones in 
Johnny Handsome. In this case, it's presumed that changing 
macho, cold-hearted Frank into a woman outwardly will 
also make him inwardly more feminine, less violent. Of 
course, the surgeon is also a woman, and she's fairly 
cold and has no trouble getting thugs to do her psychotic 





bidding. Unpacking this movie for what it might say 
about gender will only result in clutter. It's basically noir: 
people don't change; people can't change. 

Towards the end, as Frank slaughters his way 
closer to the surgeon. Hill's casual mastery of violence 
kicks The Assignment into gear. It's cheaply done, and 
it's depressingly clear that Hill's days of having budgets 
like the ones he had for 48 HRS or Southern Comfort are 
long behind him. But there's some snappy brutality. It 
doesn't make up for the talkiness, though, or Hill's habit 
of using corny scene transitions, or the highly expendable 
subplot involving Frank and a comely but unethical nurse 
(Caitlin Gerard). Hill was enamored of the film's premise 
for decades, but he never made the premise into a movie. 
Weaver, sitting in a straitjacket, talks to shrink Tony 
Shalhoub for what seems like a lifetime, and talks and 
talks, and every time Hill goes back to this room and these 
two, we tap our feet and wait for the film to get started 
again. 

Weaver tries for some Dr. Lecter sangfroid in 
bringing this arrogantly arch character to life, but it's 
a monotonous, unsmiling performance from a usually 
good-humored actor. Rodriguez looks for something 
real in this pulp universe and fails, falling back into her 
sullen default mode. Walter Hill turned this material into 
a French graphic novel before he made the movie, and the 
movie has the same gritty, debauched tone as a European 
comics album for adults only. The acting needed to be 
heightened, the dialogue cruel and sharp as a shiv. There 
aren't even quotable lines or amusing turns of phrase. The 
transgender community has far worse things to fear and 
rage against than this pallid exercise. Walter Hill alone 
may know why he still wanted to make this movie; the 
rest of us don't know.
